Forty girls from

states, 
learning to be ballet dancers. Girls 
in forty sorts 
of 
scant 
attire, 
tanging from 
one-piece bathing 
suits to costly black lace skirts 
and blouses. 
Girls 
bending for* 
ward and 
back 
and to the aide, 
pirouetting on their 
toes, 
going 
again and again through intricate 
kicks and steps in faster and fa s t­ 
er time. 
The woman who directs their co­ 
ordinated movements 
sits 
in 
a 
chair at the front of the room and 
taps a stick on the floor to mark 
the tempo of their 
drill. 
Today 
they are in a beginners’ class. To­ 
morrow they will advance to mor** 
difficult routine, and within a few 
months they will be whirling and 
kicking and bowing 
for Ziegfeld, 
White 
or 
Carroll, 
winning 
ap­ 
plause that 
will 
help 
erase 
the 
memory of hours 
and weeks of 
drudging drill, and getting salaries 
of $50 or more a week which will 
enable them to abandon the p art­ 
time tasks whereby many of them 
have 
financed 
their 
courses 
in 
ballet dancing. 
New American Art 
Ballet dancing 
originated 
and 
once was practised 
with chiefest 
skill in Europe. 
In many courts it 
was a subsidized art. handmaid of 
opera and the royal theater. 
But today its ablest exponent is 
the American girl, and adapted to 
American music and stagecraft it 
has won 
a 
new vogue 
in 
the 
theater. 
Albertina 
Ranch, whose 
New' York school is the largest de­ 
voted entirely to 
ballet darning, 
is credited with adding to the plas­ 
tic lines of the European ballet the 
ihythm and 
speed 
which 
have 
made it popular. 


American girls are more apt at 
ballet work than European girls, 
their tutors say, because they are 
more athletic, 
more 
willing 
to 
work, quicker .of mind 
and 
with 
more individuality. 
Their princi­ 
pal fault is th a t 
they 
want 
to 
learn too rapidly. 
Sometimes tw'o 
or three months 
of 
training 
is 1 
: enough to fit a girl of stage ballet 
I work, but it will take her years to 
! attain the role 
of 
solo 
dancer 
which is the goal of every pupil. 
1 And she must exercise constantly 
to retain suppleness and grace. 
Sturdy Sixteen 
The girls who come to New York 
I aliet schools 
average 
about 
16 
years of age. 
They cannot be em- 
i ployed for stage work until they 
reach that age. nor may they hope 
t to become 
proficnent if 
they get 
much beyond 16 without training. 
Between 
the 
ballet 
dancers 
the chorus girl 
exists a peculiar 
rivalry. 
The ballet 
girl 
regards 
I the chorine as a mere step-dancer 
of an acrobat, 
while 
the chorus 
girl feels 
somewhat 
superior to 
the girls of the ballet, who may 
seldom hope to 
become actresses 
and who need not be able to speak 
or sing to fill their roles acceptab­ 
ly. 
But both of them earn similar 
salaries, both of them find 
their 
best stage days behind 
them 
as 
they emerge from their twenties— 
and both of them, generally, are 
married before 
they get beyond 
their salad days.
